They were Baptist and regarded the 
unbuilding ard stimulation of this new 
organization in Marion the nearest end 
that led to His glory. 'They were those 
of our number whose faith in God was 
strong, some of whom could see grand 
Consequences growing out of our small 
brgining. We to-day, remember every 
one of them; we remember thair cour- 
age; their zeal and their prayers. How 
w* II the writer remembers the earnest 
efforts and prayers of some of tho"» 
who are gone, how their burdened souls 
would cry out to God that He would open 
to UB some means by which we could 
eff*}ct an organization through which 
we might train up our children in the 
g^^peI. Those prayers were not in 
vain, for I note in our first church 
meeting of those who were recieved for 
baptism the names of Norval Pierce, 
John Fritts, Ninna Cole and Fannie 
Honrv. 

W bat s cloud over spread our skies 
8 « those dear ones we lovi d so wel| 
dropped from our ranks one by one, in 
those days when we were so few, we 
felt, we had none to loose, and when 
one left us, we could but feel it was 
our own immediate lose. 

On the other hand our hearts wsll up 
ir gratitude to God, to-day, that in his 
wisdom He has permitted more than 
half of our original number to meet on 
this good day after the lapse of more 
than a quarter of a century in this, our 
first re-union, to partake of the hospi- 
tality of our first deacon, our first clerk, 
and through all these receding years, 
our first, our only, our ever present 
Sunday Schoo! Superintendent. 

That God, my Brethern, in all these 
years has most wonderously blessed us, 
wc have hut to consider what we were 
in our hegining and what He has en- 
abled u« to accomplish through Him 
in the years through which we have 
passed. 

In the year of 1884, we planned the 
erection of our first house of worship 
which would cost us with church lot 
not less than $ 2 ft(X).(X). this we built 
when our combined wealth (lorhaps 
would not exceed $10,000. We planned, 
we prayed, we worked together, by 
everyone standing at hia post doing 
whatsoever our bands found to do, nor 
did we ' cease until the last nail was 
driven and the finishing strokes given 
Who of us can ever forget the time 
when we were first permitted to wor- 
ship God in Marion under our own vine 
and fig tree.? 

This must have occurred in January 
or February, 1886, never were songs 
sweeter, prayers deeper or more heav- 
en moving, what seasons of rejoicing 
we had together in those early days. 

"Heaven came down our souls to 
greet. 

And glory crowned the mercy seat.” 

We ail recognize through these years 
that have come and gone, that we have 
bi en greatly remiss in our duty to God. 
yet He has just lavished upon us His 
blessings and continually we have 
grown in numbers until to-day, we 
nave an enrolled membership of two 
hundred and forty- three. 

One thing mav l>e said of ua and in it 
we may have a just pride, we have lieen 
united, we have always regarded it a 
fact, if we are ever a strong force for 
God and His truth we must “see eye 
to eye and speak the same things” and 
I may add through all these years there 
ha.s never occurred one thing lo divide 
us. Peace and harmony have been the 
cement that has bound us together in 
a common brotherho<Kl.

Our fifth was E!der T. C. Oarter, 
who served the long term from Decem- 
ber. 1891, until Decemlier, 18!>9. 

Out sixth was Elder T. A. Gonwav, 
from .lammry 19<K». until January, 1906. 
Our •seventh was Elder J. H. Butler' 
who served from April, 1906, until July 
190 *.
